erals  and  11  Conservatives  to  Ihe  House, 
Ontario  and  Quebec  giving  8!»  Liberals 
and  69  Conservatives;  while  west  of 
the  Lakes  the  allignment  is  18  Liberals 
and  17  Conservatives.  In  many  of  the 
constituencies,  notably  in  Quebec,  the 
majorities  were  small  at  the  last  elec- 
tion and  the  change  of  a  few.  votes 
would  greatly  alter  the  complexion  of 
the  House. 

We  shall  not  attempt  to  foretell  what 
changes  the  election  will  bring  about. 
Much  depends  upon  the  personnel  of 
candidates  in  very  many  constituencies. 
It  is  not  a  prophecy  to  say  that  the 
decision  may  rest  with  Ontario  and 
'~!3«fl»v«r!;  but  It  Is  of  course  a  conceiv- 
able and  by  no  means  an  Impossible  re- 
sult that  there  may  be  a  stand-off  be- 
tween the  parties  In  those  two  prov- 
inces. In  which  event  the  Maritime 
Province  would  hold  the  balance  of  pow- 
er. A  loss  of  25  seats  will  place  the 
Liberals  In  a  minority  and  send  Sir 
Wilfrid  Laurier  to  His  Excellency  with 
his  resignation.  From  present  Indlca- 
lions  British  Columbia  seems  likely  to 
contribute  2  seats  to  make  up^  the 
requisite  nirraber. 

These  figures  show  the  Conservatives 
just  what  they  have  tq  overcome  in 
order  to  carry  the  country.  The  situa- 
tion is  somewhat  peculiar  because  o^ 
the  rcmarltable  way  In  which  the  House 
of  Commons  Is  divided  along  territorial 
lines.  The  contest  will  be  one  of  those 
In  which  a  small  number  of  votes 
may  produce  very  Important  changes. 
The  chief  uncertainty  is  as  to  how 
[ii;-  :  <^  will   go.    At    the'niost   th«   Lib- 

erals only  hope  for  small  gains  in  On- 
tario, but  on  the  other  hand  the  Con- 
servatives are  very  confident  that  they 
will  greatly  reduce  th*  I<lberal  contin- 
gent from  that  province.  They  also  ex- 
pect to  cut  down  the  government 
majority  In  Quebec  to  the  vanishing 
point.

will  not  do,  or  permit  to  be  done,  any- 
thing tending  to  weaken  the  occupa- 
tjon— -which  le  indispensable  in  the  In- 
terests of  Egypt  as  In  our  own — and 
they  will  not  bestow  upon  Egyptians 
functions  for  which  the  Ip.tter  are  mani- 
festly not  yet  ntted.  Thut  is  the  gen- 
eral character  of  the  policy  which  we 
expect  that  the  new  Consul-General 
will  be  called  upon  to  put  into  prac- 
tice." 

The    Spectator,    however,    Is    dubious:

The    military    experience    and 
high    qualities    oi    command    possessei^ 
by    Lord    Kitchener    eminently    fit    him 
for  military  work,  but  it  cannot  be  said 
that  they  are  the  qualities  required  by 
our  Agent-General  In  Cairo."    The  Man- 
chester  Guardian    is    altogether    hostile 
to  the  lappolntment  on  the  ground  that 
Lord  Kitchener's  experience  of  Egypt  is 
Just    that    experience    ^ehlch    Is    calcu- . 
lated   to   make   him  an   unsuitable  «U0' 
cessoi'  to  Sir  Eldon  Oorst.     "Sir  BUl«n 
Oorst's  object  was-  to  found  a  Conser- 
vative Nationalist  party  I.;  Egypt,   and 
be  sought  to  attain  It  by  -working  with 
the  Khedive.    His  success  has  beon  con- 
siderable   if   still    Incotrtplete.      He   has 
shocked  intolerant   foreigners   In  Egypt 
by  his  deference  to  the  Court — but.  on 
the    other   hand,    the    Nationalist    psrty 
has  been  weakened  and  divided,  and  one 
wing  of  it  is  a  constitutional  and  possl- 
bllist  party  ready  to  work,  for  political 
emancipation   through  frank  acceptance 
of  the  British  occupation.

SAN  FRANCISCO.  Aug.  4.— -Al  Kauf- 
man's dream  of  a  trip  to  Australia  has 
at  last  been  realized.

Negotiations  are  reported  to  be  pend- 
ing by  cable  for  the  charter  of  a  steam- 
ship to  replace  the  wrecked  Empress  of 
China  la  the  C.P.R  service  between 
Hong  Kong  and  this  port  and  Vancou- 
ver. The  schedule  of  the  lost  liner 
provided  for  her  sailing  from  Hong 
Kong  on  August  12th. 

Chinese  STaval  Tavd 
News  was  brou,iUt  by  the  Keemun 
that  Admiral  Sah,  head  nf  the  Chin- 
ese navy,  ha^  recommended  that  China 
build  a  naval  dockyard  and  building 
plant  at  Shanghai  at  a  cost  of  a  mil- 
lion and  a  quarter  dollars.  The  Chin- 
ese war  minister  at  the  same  time  made 
a  request  for  coDStrtJctlon  of  an  arsen- 
al at  Changte,  Honaia,  to  supply  am- 
munition  for   the   troops. 

From  Hankow  news  was  brought  by 
the  Keemun  of  heavy  floods,  t3ie  Yang- 
ezse  having  risen  46  feet  and  flooded 
the  foreign  settlement.  Much  damage 
and  loss  of  life  Is  reported  from  vari- 
ous districts.  The  Dig  city  of  Changte, 
Honan,  on  the  river  bank  has  suffered 
most.
